This copy, which is absolutely perfect, having the blank first leaf, 
the leaf containing a list of books published by Widdows (who also 
advertised cough lozenges and pills), and the last leaf with his device, 
is no doubt the finest in existence. The binding is in a remarkably 
good state of preservation. 

Josselyn first sailed for New England in 1638, and stayed there a 
little over a year. During this period he visited John Winthrop and 
John Cotton, to the latter of whom he delivered from Francis Quarles 
a metrical version of six of the Psalms for his approbation. His next 
stay, of which this book was one of the fruits, commenced in July 1663 
and lasted nearly eight years and a half. 

A brief account of Boston and New England generally is followed 
by the interesting description of the fauna and flora ; and the ‘ Chrono¬ 
logical Table,’ which occupies over twelve pages at the end, is not the 
least valuable feature of the book.

This is the first printed account of Cook’s first voyage. It was probably written 
by B. Lauragais or Dr. John Hawkesworth. Though purporting to be the actual 
journal of one who made the voyage, it is a compilation: the first half indeed is 
mostly a paraphrase of parts of Sydney Parkinson’s journal, which was not printed 
in full till 1773. Parkinson’s name, however, is not mentioned at all.

Since then, moreover, 
a few have been added, while much more is known about the early German prints 
especially, in which the Collection is particularly rich. 

There has been the usual difficulty where to draw the line between illustrated 
books and books containing prints. At best it must be a compromise. I have not, 
for instance, entered block-books or books which a man who never intended to 
collect prints might have ; while I have entered some books illustrated by engravers 
who published separate prints.

Excepting a few previously acquired, this Collection of Gems was begun in 1878. Of the 449 objects 
(excluding the Cylinders, which number 151) that compose it, a large proportion is from collections 
recently disposed of by public sale ; others have been obtained by private purchase from well-known 
collectors ; a number derive directly from Constantinople, Bagdad and the East, Athens, or Naples ; and 
of the remainder nearly all were bought in London, many of them, however, from collections sold in Paris. 

In the preparation of the cylinder portion of the Catalogue the Editor had the advantage of the 
invaluable assistance of Dr. T. G. Pinches, who transcribed and translated the Cuneiform inscriptions, and 
revised and made additions to the text where there were any questions of doubt owing to the roughness oi, 
or lacu/nae in the MS. notes left by Lord Southesk; who, although he had completed the scientific 
descriptions of the cylinders, had not, at the time of his death, finished the commentaries he had intended 
to write on each object. It is almost unnecessary to point out how greatly the value of the work is 
enhanced by the association with its production of so eminent an authority as Dr. Pinches.
